Mica, also known as “Isinglass” and “Poor Man’s Gold,” has 
long- been mined on Georgia farms, much of it’“in sight” and on 
top of the land. As it shines or glistens in the sunlight on roadside 
banks, it creates the impression, especially to the stranger, that 
gold. has been discovered. 

The farmer also furnishes the topsoil. used on Georgia roads, 
the next best thing to paving. Limestone used on Georgia farms 
is produced in both Northwest Georgia and on the Coastal Plain. 

If and when oil is discovered in Georgia in paying quartti- 
ties, it- will be on some farmer's land. 

Some minerals are obtained near the top of the ground, 
such as mica, kaolin. and sand, whereby a farmer may be cul- 
tivating one field, and next to him steam shovels will be 
mining these products.

Mountain area, hundreds of people being employed in this 
industry. This hard stone is used for many purposes, includ- 
ing buildings, such as the North Avenue Presbyterian and 
St..Marks .Methedist churches in Atlanta; the Confederate 
shaft in Oakland Cemetery,.and the stone in the Henry Grady 
monument, Atlanta. Granite is also used extensively for curb- 
ings in street work and alse as memorials and as monuments 
and tembstones. — 

The marble and granite output in 1948 totaled $11,000,000 in 
value. 

The total value of Georgia minerals in 1949 was estimated to 
be $42,000,000,-and with water power added the total reached 
$60,000,000. 

Establishment :of the State Geological Survey 
in 1889 gave impetus to mineral discovery and 
production in Georgia. This Department has 
been since and is now an active factor in pro- 
moting mineral production in the State, con- 
stantly providing information and advice on the 
Various minerals. 


Kaolin or china clay, said to be the first 
mineral mined in the State, in 1766, was shipped 
to England for use in Wedgewood pottery. This 
white clay is estimated to exist in billions of 
tons in Taylor, Bibb, Twiggs, Wilkinson, Baldwin, 
Hancock, Washington, Glascock, Jefferson and 

« Richmond counties. From this area 80 percent 
of all white clay used in this country is mined 
and shipped. Production value in 1948 was s€t 

a at $15,000,000.

It is used for 
both purposes. 

Capt. Peyton points out that to reach a better “balance be- 
tween Agriculture and Industry, we must carry the process of 
evolution still farther to include the manufacture of. salable 
products from our mineral raw m~aterials’. . . thereby getting the 
benefit of the added value by manufacture.”

Let’ s Build the Hydrogen 


We agree with Rep. Carl Vinson, of 
Georgia, Chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee, that the United 
States ought to go ahead and build the 
hydrogen bomb at once. 

To do otherwise is to risk what Joseph 
and Stewart Alsop, in their column on 
this page, term “delayed surrender” to 
Soviet Russia. 

We sympathize with those who fear 
for civilization if the hydrogen bomb is 
developed. It is, indeed, a weapon, to dis- 
may the hopeful. 

But common sense tells us Russia will 
build the bomb as quickly as she is able. 


She already may be, and most likely is,

At Least the World's Still Here 


WASHINGTON—There was Henry A. Wallace in his rumpled blue suit calmly reading from his 
diary about the members of President Truman’s Cabinet contemplating the sudden end of the world. 


Poof! And also, gulp. 

It was a weird and sweaty-handed moment 
in the stifling-hot room of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee. Seems that Mr. Tru- 
man held a meeting of his Cabinet on Sept. 22, 
1945, at which the boys got to worrying about 
atom bombs. 

The question was: Should we make ’em. big- 
ger and bigger and maybe start making hydro- 
gen bombs, too? Wallace said perhaps he’d bet- 
ter look in his diary to see exactly what Sec- 
retary of War Henry L. Stimson had to say. 


The one-time Vice President rummaged 
through his brief case with the brass pad- 
lock, scanned a sheaf of papers and came up 
with one on which he quoted Stimson as say- 
ing he was fearful the scientists would make 
more: powerful superbombs. “These might 
oat the atmosphere and bring about the 

of the world,” was the way Stimson 
was it five years ago.

The State’s best interests are shamefully neglected by all con- 
cerned, because it is not merely possible to do so, but politically 
practical. The péople were not demanding of any other course. 
Indeed, they can be said to more or less approve. 

Politicians know,these things. When the people are prosperous,
